HE GHOST-DANCE EXCITES THEM TO FURY 


Manpan, N. D., Nov. 16.—[Special.]—Set- 
tlers on the farins and ranches south of Man- 
dan are fleeing from their homes, believing 
that an Indian uprising is near at hand. They 
‘urgently demand protection, and many a 
farmhouse in North Dakota will soon be de- 

unless the settlers receive some assur- 
ance that they will not be left to the mercy of 
the murderous redskins, who are now whet- 
ting their knives in anticipation of the 
moment when they may begin their bloody 
work. The Indians are trading their 
horses and all other property for guns 
end ammunition and will be 
when the outbreak comes. Local 
* hardware men have sold all their ammunition 
tothem. Joseph Buckley rode in today from 
the reservation and says the Indian Agents 
are hafboring a feeling of false security and 
that the danger will be realized when it is too 
late. The Mayor of Mandan has called a public 
meeting and the Government will be peti- 
tioned for guns to arm the citizens. The In- 
dians say they will have everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by an uprising. If they 
are beaten their rations will be doubled, as in 
the past. 

Buckley says every Indian on the reserva- 
tion will shortly go on the warpath and that 
they have got possession of Custer’s rifles, 
which the United States army has never 
found. 


THEY WILL NOT KEEP QUIET. 


The Ghost Dance Goes On, Driving the 

‘ Indians Almost Wild. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., Nov. 16.—([Special.]—F. 
W. Pettigrew, one of the surveyors of the 
‘Sioux Reservation and now a resident of Fort 
Pierre, in an interview today on the probabili- 
ties of an Indian outbreak said: Things ve

an uprising. Indians do not go on the 
warpath in the winter as a rule. The 
trouble all comes from the ‘ghost dance,’ 
which results from prophecies that the Mes- 
siah will soon come and drown out the whites 
with mud. Chasing Crow, an evcentric mem- 
bet of Hump’s band, who lives on Cherry 
Creek, is one of the leaders. While one of the 
first to sign the late treaty—prompted no 
doubt to do so because he gota nice span of 


traveled from one agency ‘to another 
getting up these dances. Agent Palmer had 
him arrested and locked up for three weeks. 
He was let out on a promise of obedience. 
But no sooner was he set at liberty than he be- 
gan thedancesagain. Troops will have a good 
effect on them, and it will take the presence of 
troops to break up these dances. Were it 
spring-time trouble would certainly follow the 
present excited condition of the Indians. If 


troops are brought to the post and these

dances and powwows oroken up the Indians 
will forget all about it by spring. Our people 
are not much excited, though a few nervous 
‘ones will feel better when the soldiers arrive.’’ 
Gen. Ruger, in command of the Depart- 
ment of Dakota, says he does not anticipate 
serious trouble. He has been making a spe- 
cial study of the situation for a fortnight, and 
is being daily informed of the doings of the 
savages. Reports from the agencies indicate 
that the religious craze is on the increase and 
that the Indians are constantly getting more 
and more excited. They refuse to obey the 
agents, who fear that the craze will become so 
great that should any one appear claiming to 
be the Messiah and tell the bucks the time had 
3 to rise and assert their power they woũld 
o it. 


MAY LEAD TO A GENERAL OUTBREAK. 


Army Officers Expect Trouble if the In- 
dians Are Not Promptly Dealt With. 
» Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 16.—[Special.]— 
War Department officials are eagerly await- 
ing reports from Maj.-Gen. Miles as to what 
has been done under the carte blanche orders 
sent to him by mail the 14th inst. in regard 
to the threatened Indian troubles in the Da- 
kotas. That no 
is . apprehended is 
fact that the instructions were sent 
to Gen. Miles by mail instead of by 
telegraph, but no one at army headquarters 
denies that the situation is most serious, and 
that nothing should be left undone in the 
direction of preparations for an outbreak. 
Gen. Miles has been instructed to use his 
forces to subdue any movements looking to 
an outbreak or.a combination of tribes with 
the aim of making war upon the whites. He 
has also been furnished with copies of reports 
made to the Indian Department by its 
agents which describe the situation as 
most alarming. By tomorrow Gen. 
Schofield hopes to learn from Gen. Miles what 
course he has - pursued under these 
instructions. ‘There is no fear that Gen. Miles 
will not be entirely. equal to the emergency, 
but there is a natural desire to have partic- 
ulars of what is being done to break up the 
present turbulent state of affairs. It is the 
opinion of Gen. Schotield that there will be 
nothing in the nature of actual warfare during 
the present fall, but that unless some heroic 
action is taken te break up the growing spirit 
of deviltry among the Sioux, Northern Chey- 
ennes, and Arapahoes a general outbreak of 
these tribes in the spring, when the coming of 
their Messiah is announced, may be looked 
for. Hence the importance of prompt action

Interior to their really deplorable condition, 


ociat I have been in constant commu- 
nication with reliable persons at all the Sioux 
agencies,“ continued Dr. Bland, “and I know 
whereof I speak. The Indians are armed and 
ugly. It is not only their religious fanat- 
icism which gives cause for alarm. 
Their fervor is intensified by a sense 
of injustice suffered at the hands of 
the last Congress. Moreover, the Indians are 


driven to desperation by hunger. The Gov- 


ernment is behind in their supplies to the 
amount of a million pounds of beef. A prom- 
inent chief bought a new rifle and remarked 
to my informant: I don’t want to fight the 
Government, byt I will not starve.’ 

Another source of irritation to them is the 
presence of the white settlers upon their late 
reservation, those who came in after the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation opening the great Sioux 
Indian Reservation to settlement. Although 
the settlers are now occupying the lands 
and obtaining benefits therefrom, the Sioux 
have not yet been paid, as Congress has not 
ratified the treaty. Many promises of the 
Sioux commission remain unfulfilled. All of 
these sources of grievance against the Govern 
ment are intensified in their present condi- 
tion of mind.“ 


MR. BROBST ON THE INDIAN CRAZE, 


The Pastor of Westminster Church Talks 
About the Hope of a Messiah. 

„The Messiah Craze Among the Indians 
was the topic upon which the Rev. Flavius J. 
Brobst preached at the Westminster Presby- 
terian Church last evening. He recently re- 
turned fypm a tour through the West and 
Northwest, and while there made special in- 
quiry into the abuses practiced upon the In- 
dian, studied his character and mode of liv- 
ing. Much of his discourse was composed of 
information he obtained while in the Indian 
country, He agreed with the policy of Gen. 
Miles in watching Poor Lo closely and protect- 
ing the settlers, but he could say nothing too 
severe in regard to the dishonest traders and 
renegade whites who sold the Indians liquor 
and robbed them of their property. 

In his sermon he first spoke of the agitation 
of the red men over the coming of the Mes- 
siah. It was religious in its inception and in 
its object. And while it was mixed with super- 
stition, was excessive in the extreme and in- 
fluenced by error, it was a manifestation of 
the religious inclination of the human soul. 
He then recapitulated the different outbreaks 
of the Messiah craze. Sword Bearer, the 
Crow chief in Montana, began it three years 
ago. A year later Smohalla, a medicine man 
at the head of the Columbia River, went 
forth and told the Indians that a Mes- 
siah was to come and take vengeance on 
the whites. The braves who had been 
slaughtered would rise from the dead, 
the buffalo would return, and the Indian would 
be left to fish and hunt as he did before the 
white man came. Then Sitting Bull saw a 
vision in which the Messiah announced to 
him his coming. Old Porcupine, the Chey- 
enne chief, saw the same vision at the same 
place not long afterwards. The belief of the 
Indians in these visions excited them toa 
frenzy. They were expecting relief from the 
oppressions and abuses of the whites. They 
believe their deliverer will be here next spring 
before the prairie grass is knee high, and that 
he will with his mighty power sweep the 
whites from the earth. But the craze was 
not confined to the red men alone. 
The negroes of the South had such crazes, and 
right here in the heart of civilization at Rock- 
ford the whites had an alleged Messiah. So 
the whites were not ina position to laugh. 
The ‘position of the Indian was such that there 
was room for him to expect a Messiah to re- 


‘lieve him. The Indian Messiah would come. 


He would bea human Messiah. Some one 
like Capt. Jack Crawford, the poet scout, or 
Col. Long would come to his relief and see to 
it that he got justice. 


Says the Excitement Is Subsiding. 

Kansas Crrr, Mo., Nov. 16.—A dispatch 
from an army officer at Fort Niobrara, Neb., 
states that the excitement among the Sioux 
Indians at that place over the coming of the 
Messiah has subsided to a great extent. The 
Indians are now employed in hauling their 
supplies for the winter to their reservation 
from Valentine, Neb., and seem docile and 
contented. 

A special from Fort Leavenworth says no 
orders have been received there to prepare for 
a movement in the Northwest to assist in sup- 
pressing a possible outbreak. Such orders 


would issue from St. Louis headquarters for 


the Department of the Missouri. The forces 
of that department, however, would not be 
called into service unless the resources of the 
Department of the Platte, where the Indians 
are located, should be exhausted. 


Gen. Miles Consults Secretary Proctor. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 16.—Secretary of War 
Proctor arrived here this morning. The Sec- 
retary was seen at the Southern this evening 
and stated that he and Gen. Miles, who ar- 
rived here last night and returned to Chicago 
tonight, talked over in a general way matters 
in reference to the department, but that no 
arrangements were made to send troops to 
the Indian reservations in the Northwest. The 
excitement among the Indians regarding the 
coming of the Messiah was subsiding and he 
apprehended no necessity for the presence of 
the military among them. The prime object 
of his coming was the inspection of Jefferson 
Barracks. 


EXPRESS-ROBBERS AT WORK IN GEORGIA 


They Succeed in Robbing Two Trains, but 
Fail in a Third Attempt. 

Aveusta, Ga.. Nov. 16.—Last Sunday both 
night trains on the Georgia road between Au- 
gusta and Atlanta were robbed of express 
matter. Last night’s train from here for At- 
lanta met the same fate. Near Messina a 
man entered and commanded Messenger 
Corphut to open the safe. Corphut refused to 
comply, at the same time drawing his re- 
volver, whereupon the robber fired, the ball 
penetrating his hat but not touching the mes- 
senger, who returned the shot. Corphut 
thinks he hit the robber, as there are spots of 
blood on the car floor. 

Detectives and express officials visited the 
scene, but could find no evidence of where a 
man jumped from the train, if be left it at 
all. The whole affair is wrapped in mystery, 
as the robbers of last week’s train have not 
been arrested, but it is reported that they 
have been spotted and were traced to Augusta 
yesterday. 


CHARGED WITH SWINDLING INVESTORS. 


Pittsburg Officers of the Granite State Prov- 
ident Association Arrested. 

Pirrssure, Pa., Nov. 16.—Superintendent 
B. P. Kimberly, Assistant Superintendent 
Charles M. Eggleston, and Bookkeeper Rob- 
ert S. Snyder, local officers of the Granite 
State Provident Association of Manchester, 
N. H., were arrested at their offices yesterday 
charged with conspiracy. The allegations are 
made by several citizens who have been lured 
by the glittering prospectus of the company, 
which contains the names of prominent East- 
ern men as Officials, to put in their money, 
and now complain they can see no return. 


DR. CANFIELD’S HARD HIT. 


HE HAS SOMETHING TO SAY FOR THE 
ALLIANCE'S BENEFIT. 


The Minister Thinks It Is a Queer Way to 
Do Away With Sects by Striving to Add 
Another to the List—The Congregation 
at Dr. Utter's Church Somewhat Sur- 
prised—The Liberalists’ New Organiza- 


tion Defended by the Rev. Kollock and 


Others. 


The first fruit of this alliance seems to be 
the breaking of faith on the part of the lead- 
ers. 

These words came from the lips of the Rev. 
Dr. Canfield of St. Paul’s Universalist Church, 
who was occupying a portion of a divided 
time in the pulpit of Dr. Utter at the First 
Unitarian Church last night. A meeting on 
behalf of the cause of the Liberal Christian 
Alliance had been advertised for the evening 
service and either Prof. Swing or Dr. Thomas 
was to have spoken. Neither appeared, and 
this, combined with the evident hostility to 
the new alliance, called forth Dr. Canfield’s 
scathing remarks. 

Dr. Utter, a stanch supporter of the new 
movement, first spoke of the disappointment 
he felt in the non-appearance of either of the 
leaders in the liberal cause, and then seeing 
Dr. Canfield in the audience asked him to the 
platform. The doctor went up, and it is just 
possible that afterward the pastor of the Uni- 
tarian church regretted that hie Universalist 
brother had accepted his invitation with such 
alacrity. ‘ 

Dr. Utter, before calling Dr. Canfield to 
the platform, said: There are various ideas 
of the Christian unity for which Christ prayed 
in his final prayer. The idea of individual 
churches is that each has the truth in 
its purity. The Protestants point to the Bible 
and say: On that we stand and we interpret 
% aright.’ This has made as many sects as 
there are interpretations among orthodox 
Christians; and so, ifthere is to be a unifica- 
tion it must be an alliance of the liberal 
Christians. The orthodox people of each de- 
nomination believe they are logical and truth- 
ful in saying they are absolutely in the right. 
Then you see there can be no union, for there 
can be no yielding. Could we as Unitarians 
join an alliance if we were certain that only 
we were right? Notatall. We liberal Chris- 
tians regard the Gospel as a creed varying a 
little in different climates, yet bearing 
the same fruit; and with this idea 
there is a chance for an alliance. 
What matters it if we vary in 
beliefs about forms or the progress of the 
soul in after life? Is it not better to let each 
one judge for himself? We who so feel need 
not build the walls of denominatidns so very 
high. There was in the liberal churches a 
little lack of fellowship; that was all; and so 
alliance came. It does not interfere with the 
church organizations. ö 

** Notwithstanding this, we all know that as 
soon as a church is named, the fact of its 
naming shuts out thousands of people who 

want a nameless church. Start such a church, 
one of good works of the spirit of Christ, and 
people will say: ‘That is what we want.’ We 
Unitarians know what a burden in some ways 
our name is. Any work like that which this 
alliance intends commands my sympathy and 
support.“ 


Surprised the Congregation. 

Then it was that Dr. Canfield was called 
upon. The doctor is the successor in St. 
Paul's Universalist pulpit of the Rev. J. Cole- 
man Adams. He started with the words 
quoted. The congregation rather caught its 
breath as he fired his opening shot into the 
alliance, and then, seeming to think the doctor 
was joking, waited éxpectantly for an explana- 
tion that didn’t come. 

“All I can say is,“ continued Dr. Canfield, 
„that this absence is a good illustration of the 
alliance. Dr. Utter has told you it is hard 
for us to bear a name. If that be 
so it is still harder for us to bear none. These 
questions of fellowship and union are ques- 
tions of swallowing capacity. The meek and 
gentle lion tells the rampant and ferocious 
lamb what a peaceful time will ensue if the 
lamb would consent to take up an abode in 
the stomach of the lion. Marriage is not nec- 
essarily aunion; the man swallowed by a 
whale is not happy and the whale iteelf may 
feel some little uneasiness at the size of the 
meal. It is a difficult task to make all peo- 
ple think alike, and even in families there are 
diverse opinions. Local prejudices will crop 
out even in alliances. 

I have preached ina liberal church for 
more than twenty-five years. I have fought 
for it with my strength, guided only by 
the spirit of the Master that 1 
felt was with me. If the name of that church 
be still in need of defense, I hail this oppor- 
tunity to spring to its aid. I can never do 
enough nur sacrifice enough for its integrity. 
If it lie with me to establish a true Christian 
fellowship, for that end I will strive, 

It strikes me that it’s a queer way to do 
away with sects by striving to add another to 
the list. I have all I can do in the work that 
lies directly before me, and I think this is 
true of Brother Utter. But don’t let us be- 
little this work by saying that it makes no 
difference what we believe, for it makes every 
difference. I am guided by what I believe is 
the spirit of my Master, and I will wear the 
livery.of no man.“ 

Dr. Utter did not care to let this go as the 
expression of all the Universalists, and so he 
called the Rev. Florence Kollock of the Engle- 
wood Universalist Church into the pulpit. 
She responded promptly and began her talk 
by saying that when Dr. Canfield knew Dr. 
Thomas better he would find that there was 
a good and worthy reason back of his non- 
appearance. She then began a eulogy of the 
new alliance as vehement and strong as had 
been the detractions of her colleague in the 
Universalist faith. 

look upon the moyement,” said Miss 
Kollock,“ as one of the best signs of the times. 
I believe in the unity of the spirit. I pray for 
a broad, brotherly, sisterly love. I want my 
people to know Dr. Thomas and Dr. Utter. I 
see in the orthodox churches this union. They 
get together on Thanksgiving, all great causes 
bring them in contact one with the other, and 
we stand aside longing to enter, yet cannot. 
I long for a closer union of the 
liberal churches. We need it and will get it 
when we are as liberal as the orthodox people. 
After attending the alliance meetings I went to 
my congregation and thanked God for the alli- 
ance. I loved all people better and my own 
Universalist Church none the less.“ 

When Miss Kollock had ceased Dr. Utter said 
that when Dr. Canfield had studied the alhance 
movement more thoroughly he might have a 
different understanding. 

At this Dr. Canfield rose and said he under- 
stood that one of the planks of the alliance 
platform was freedom of speech, and to that 
principle at least he thought he had shown him- 
self a convert.

RICH HARVEST FOR PENSION ATTORNEYS 


They Will Secure $6,480,009 Through the 
Dependent Bill. f 

New York, Nov. 16.—[ Special.] — The Her- 

ald has a seven- column dispatch from Wash- 

ington in which an attempt is made to show 

that the Dependent Pension bill was passed, 

not for the old soldiers. but for the pension at- 


torneys and to pay the Republican party’s cam- 0 


paign debtors. In the article these statements 
occur: 

Under the Dependent Pension bill, passed June 
27, 1890, 530,000 claims have already teen filed. 

The total annual expenditure which these 
claims, exclusive of all other pensions, will cause 
is at the lowest possible estimate $49,000,000. 
By the end of another fiscal year the total num- 
ber of claims filed under the same act will proba- 
bly amount to 900,000. The total annual expend- 
iture which these claims, exclusive of all 
other pensicns, will cause is estimated 
at $64,300,000, Of these claims 9% 
per cent are filed through attorneys. 
At the rate allowed by law, $10 for each case, the 
fees of the attorneys under this act alone will 
amount to 96,480,000. By the end of 
another fiseal year the new act 
and the operation of the old 
acts will have increased our pension expenditures 
to more than $200,000,000 ayear. And this new 
act was not passed at the demand or desire of the 
old soldiers, but at the instigation of the pension 
attorneys. 

There will be deficiencies this year in the pen- 
sion account of $18,000,000 to $20,000,000, and it is a 
grave question if the revenues of the country will 
be sufficient to meet these and other expenses 
of the Government. There are now pend- 
ing in the Pension Bureau 1.000, 000 
claims of all kinds. With the clerical 
force at the bureau's disposition it is possible to 
dispose of about 16,000 cases a month. In other 
words, the cases are piling up, through the opera- 
tion of the new law, twice as fast as they can be 
handled. pel

FIRE ON THE NORTH PIER, 


The Building a Tinder-Box of Which the 


Flames Make Short Work—Loss $35,000, 
Partially Covered by Insurance—Sparks 
from a Passing Tug Supposed to Have 


Been the Cause—Valuable New Machin- 


ery Destroyed—The Property in the 
Courts, 


A Sunday fire always attracts a crowd, even 
in such an out-of-the-way spot as the end of 
north pier, where the old Globe Elevator 
was burned to the ground yesterday. after- 
noon. The scene was witnessed by thousands. 

The crew. of the propeller Westcott of 
Traverse City, which was loading at the Globe 
dock adjoining the elevator, discovered the 
fire. The cupola at the top of the elevator 
was blazing, It is supposed that a spark 
frgm a passing tug was the cause, but 
another theory, entertained by many, 
is that the fire originated lower down and 
ran up the elevator shaft. The spread of the 
flames was so rapid that by the time the Fire 
Department arrived the entire building was 
in flames and all chance of discovering satis- 
3 the origin of the conflagration was

The First Alarm Given at 12138. 

It was 12:15 p. m. when the first alarm was 
given. Fire Marshal O’Malley at once turned 
in a second alarm and this was supplemented 
by a special call for additional apparatus. 
The fireboat Geyser was quickly beside the 
dock, and in the face of the scorching heat 
did excellent work with its heavy streams. 

The smoke was very heavy and drifted over 
the city a little west of south. The air 
was clear and free from the smoky pall which 
hangs over the city during the week, so that 
the big drifting column of smoke was seen all 
over the city. 

Witnessed by Throngs of Sightseers. 

Many thonght that the fire was down town 
and followed the line of smoke eastward, 
until they found themselves on the Randolph 
street viaduct. From Michigan avenue, even, 
it appeared to be on the south side of the 
river, near Central Elevator B. 

Hundreds of sightseers. crowded upon the 
viaduct, from which vantage point a good 
view was had of the fire. Six or seven thou- 
sand people threaded their way through the 
lumber-yards and across the railroad tracks 
on the north pier to get near the scene, and a 
strong detail of police was required to keep 
them within bounds. : 

The Burned Building. 

The Globe Elevator is the last building but 
one on the north side of the river approaching 
the mouth and within a stone’s throw of 
the lighthouse. It was built twenty-five 
years ago by David Wiley at a cost of $40,- 
000. The first story was of brick 
and about eighty feet square. Above this rose 
the tall wooden elevator, lately used for the 
cleaning and clipping of grain. It was a reg- 
ular fire-trap, filled as it was with the accum- 
ulated grain dust of years, and burned like 
oiled rags. 

The fire-wall of the old empty Fuller & War- 
ren warehouse on the east prevented the 
flames from spreading in that direction and 
the fire department saved the dock house on 
the west with considerable difficulty. 

It Burned in an Hour. 

An hour after the beginning of the fire only 
the smoking ruins remained. = 

About two years ago the elevator passed 
to 
a receiver for the benefit of Wiley’s 
creditors, The receiver .is Gardner G. 
Willard of the law firm of Willard & 
Evans. It was leased by the receiver first to 
W. H. Purcell & Co., and last spring to Le 
Grand Smith of the Union Cold Storage and 
Warehouse company. Mr. Smith carried an 
insurance ‘of $6,000 on the contents and, 
strangely enough, he was sitting in the office 
of the elevator just an hour before the fire, 
discussing’ with his superintendent, J. G. Me- 
Kinney, the advisability of increasing the in- 
surance. He had just $12,000 worth of im- 
proved machinery in the building, and 
this is nearly a total loss. Besides 
the machinery there were flve car- 
loads of buckwheat, 2,000 bushels of wheat, 
and 5,000 bushels of oats in the elevator. A 
cargo of cement stored in barrels in the ware- 
house was also damaged. 

A Loss of Fully $35,000. 

The losses may be estimated as follows: 

Building, $15,000. 

Machinery, $10,000, 

Contents, $10,000. 

The creditors who will sustain the loss on 
the building represent an aggregate of $60,000 
in claims, as follows: Illinois National Bank, 
$12,000; Robert Hunter, $12,000; Lake Shore 
railroad company, $2,500; Le Grand Smith, 
$6,500; Union National Bank, $4,000; and a 
number of minor judgments aggregating 
$13,000. The building was insured, but for 
what amount was not learned. The dock and 
dock-shed, containing a large amount of 
freight, were uninjured, and vessels will re- 
ceive and discharge freight there without in- 
terruption. 

Drugs Go Up in Smoke. 

The dispensary in the rear of Dale & Sem- 
pill’s drug store at Madison and Clark streets 
was badly damaged by fire yesterday morn- 
ing. The damage will amount to about $1,000 
to the building and stock, both of which were 
insured. The fire is supposed to have caught 
from a gas stove. The room is about six feet 
by eight, and was filled with expensive drugs, 
all of which were rumed. The ceiling in the 
drug store was almost ruined by smoke. . 

About 5 o’clock yesterday flames broke out 
in the residence of Richard Saur, No. 3944 
Pierson avenue. The fire was caused by the 
explosion of a lamp and it completely de- 
stroyed the house. The loss will reach $1,500,

The Finances of the Argentine Republic in 
: Hopeless Disorder. 

New York, Nov. 16.—[Special.]—Today a 
prominent merchant from Buenos Ayres who 
had very recently left there said today: 

„Baring Brothers were the great financial 
bankers of the Argentine Republic, and the 
trouble which has befallen them must react 
disastrously upon the finances of that country. 
In my opinion it means the complete collapse 
of the phenoménal boom which the country 
has been enjoying for so many years. 

““T don’t see how we shall be able to con- 
tinue to pay the interest on our debt, which 
amounts to $234,743,558, not including the in- 
terest on the cost of rai and other enter- 
prises on which the Guvernment has guaran- 
teed interest. This interest has to be paid 
in gold, while the taxes are collected in a cur- 
rency which has tremendously depr ciated in 
value, and I fear hasn't struck bottom yet. 
Between the National and Provincial Banks 
the Argentine Republic must have issued 
something like — 2 — of paper currency. 
A — financial collapse is, I think, inev- 
itable.

A General Feeling of Apprehension Stil 
Pervades Finan cial Circies, 

Loxpox, Nov. 16.—Business in discount 
during the last week was limited owing to the 
unsettled state of financial affairs, brokers de- 
clining to do anything under the Bank of En- 
gland’s minimum rate, The Stock Exchange 
throughout the week was in a condition of ex- 
treme tension, which was only relieved yes- 
terday when it became known that a financial 
crisis had been averted. The progress of the 
séttlement without any important failure and 
the influx of gold into the Bank of England 
caused a brief surface improvement about the 
middle of the week, but an undercurrent of 
rumors associating the Baring Brothers with 
impending disaster checked all tendency to 
confidence in the future, Even before the 
settlement the critical position of the firm 
through the tremendous losses connected with 
the Argentine and Uruguayan Republics was 
well known. 

Those who best knew of the firm’s affairs ex- 


“pected that the crisis would become acute 


Monday. The firm was then negotiating for 
assistance in every likely quarter. The alarm 
did not reach the public until the eve of 
the success of the negotiations, when 
the Bank of England in conjunction 
with the Rothschilds and others had deter- 
mined to interfere to prevent a catastrophe. 
The arrangements were completed Thursday, 
The wave of depression then prevailing con- 
tinued until the opening yesterday, when the 
oye announcement that a great collapse 
ad been averted relieved the tension, though 
it did not dispel distrust. The general feeli 
is _ it is still too early to vonclud: that 
is right. 

It is known that a number of minor firms 
have been under a heavy strain.

CAN PRINCE BISMARCK BE GAGGED! 


How William II. Will Produce a Reaction 
in the Iron Man's Favor. 

New York Sun: Thereisno more striking in- 
cident connected with the celebration of Von 
Moltke’s ninetieth birthday than the absence of 
Bismarck. For the imperial crown now worn by 
the young Kaiser he is more indebted to the brain 
of the statesman than to the soldier’s sword, Had 
not the iron hand of Bismarck grasped the helm 
of the Prussian State in 1862, Von Moltke would 
have had no opportunity to display his strategic 
talents in 1866 and 1870. In spite of his tremend- 
ous obligations to the ex-Chancellor, William 
II. did not invite him to take rt in 
honoring the military architect of the rman 
Empire. Yet the presence of Bismarck must have 
been missed in Berlin, and all patriotic Germans 
must have felt with smothered indignation that 
Cesar's pageant, shorn of Brutus’ bust, did but 
of Rome’s great son remind her more.“

When we consider the inestimable services per- 
formed by Bismarék it seems not merely ungra- 
cious but ignobs -¢6/ insist upon subjecting his 
writings to the same rigorous révision which the 
compositions of smaller men have undergone. It 
is a kind of insvit to assume that the reputation 
of William I. or the well-being of Prussia could 
be harmed by any ‘utterance of him whose life 
has been expended in the exaltation of the one 
and the agérand@igement of the other. No dynast 
has anything to aia by gagging its most loy 
liegeman, nor oùn any country wish to muzzle 
its first citizen. Under all the circumstances of 
the case the disinterested onlookers who fore- 
cast the verdict of posterity will deem Bis- 
marck justified in sending his book to England 
for publication, seher than acknowledge that his

By suéh‘an act the great ex-Chancel- 
lor would deny the ng Kaiser's competency to 
revise the story of erection of his throne, and 
he would appeal, like Bacon, to foreign countries 
and to distant times.

It is scarcely conceiv- 
able, however, that consolidated Germany will 
ever revert to the eondition from which Bismarck 
rescued her. The fabric ‘which his hands have 
fashioned seems destined to stand unshaken lon 
after the house of Hohenzollern, the monarchic 
régime, and the Prussian military system have 
been remitted to the limbo of outworn and dis- 
carded toys. There is but one gift more 
precious toa nation than unity, and, with- 
out an antecedent unity, liberty itself were unat- 
tainable. The day may come when the most 
ardent champions of German freedom willapplaud 
Bismarck’s wisdom in discerning that to lay deep 
and immovable the foundations of unity de- 
manded all the energies of one man’s short life. 
Let others rear the superstructure on the rock- 
like base that bears his name. 

In no other way could William II. so infallibiy 
provoke a reaction.in Bismarck’s favor as by at-

THE GRAND-JURY.SYSTEM. 
The Minister of Justice in the Dominion has 


to the advisability of abolishing the grand-jury 
system there, and that has started anew the 
discussion of the question whether it has out 
lived its usefulness in Illinois. It is not, how- 
éver, a practical question in this State as yet 
because the Constitution says that no per- 
son shall be held to answer for a criminal of- 
f@nse unless on indictment of a grand jury, 
except in cases in which the punishment is 
by fine or imprisonment otherwise than in 
the penitentiary.” IIlinoisans are so con- 
servative in dealing with their Constitution 
that it will have to be shown that the grand 
jury is the source of many evils before they 
will dispense with it. 

Nor if it could be abolished by law would it 
de wise to do it wholly. In Michigan and 
other States where the grand jury has been 
done away with its powers are turned over to the 
State’s-Attorney.. But it is easy to see that 
those powers placed in the hands of one man 
might be grossly abused. His temptations 
would be great and he might not be able to re- 
gist them. This county has had at least one 
State’s-Attorney to whom it would not have 
been safe to give the unchecked right to indict 
or to refuse to do 80. 

On the other hand, nine-tenths of the ordi- 
nary jail and bail cases which come before a 
Cook County grand jury could be Shuch more 
expoditiously and wisely disposed of by an in- 
telligent law officer of the county. For 
twenty-three men unskilled generally in the 
art of getting at facta to spend their time in 
listening to a mass of testimony when a 
trained ldwyer could do the business ina 
tenth of the time is nonsense. Time and 
again grand juries return indictments on evi- 
dence which the State’s-Attorney, when the 
case comes to him, knows is insufficient to se- 
curé a conviction, and he has to enter a nolle. 
Had he been in the place of ‘the jurors there 
would have been no indictment. 

But while it may be conceded that in the 
ordinary criminal cases, which really run 
themselves, the State’s-Attorney may be sub- 
stituted safely for the grand jury, yet there is 
a certain class of cases which makes it neces- 
sary to retain the present system so far as they 
are concerned. When it comes to the investi- 
gation of offenses committed or alleged to 
have been committed by public officials, then 
the work should be done by a grand jury. It 
may not do it as well as, a State’s-Attorney, 
but the public will have more confidence in its 
findings. It will believe that the twenty-three 
are less amenable to influence than the 
one, It will have its doubts as to the readi- 
ness of a State’s-Attorney who is a strong pol- 
itician to investigate the misdeeds of influen- 
tial members of his own party. 

For very much the same reason all com- 
plaints against quasi-public corporations, 
such as railroads, which have money and in- 
fluence at their command, should be heard 
after the present fashion. In short, all af. 
fairs which concern the administration of pub- 
lic affairs and concern communities should be 
passed on by a grand jury secured in such a 
way that its impartiality cannot be questioned. 
Therefore it might be provided that a 
Judge of the Criminal Court on the 
petition of a certain number of house- 
holders should be obliged to symmun a 
special grand jury to investigate the special 

subject mentioned in the petition. As the 
whole proceeding would be private no one 
would be harmed if the investigatidn proved 
to be unnecessary. If indictments were re- 
turned the people would have confidence that 
there was good reason for it. 

Probably the people of Illinois will never 
consent to go farther than this in modifying 
their grand-jury system. The evils which oc 
cur in the city are not found in the country, 
and the people of both city and country will 
be very slow to hand over to State’s-Attorneys 
the unlimited and easily abused power which 
some radical reformers wish to give them. 


THE SUFFRAGE TESTS IN MISSISSIPPI. 

The suffrage section in the new Mississippi 
Constitution provides for a poll tax of $2, “to 
be used in the common schools and for no 
other purpose,” as one test of the right to 
vote, and that on and after Jan. 1, 1892, every 
elector shall be able to read every section in 
the Constitution of the State, or he shall be 
able to understand the same when read 
to him, or give a reasonable in- 
terpretation thereof. It has been calculated 
by the authors of this educational test 
that it will leave a large and permanent Dem 
ocratic majority in the State. As set forth by 
them, there are 118,890 white voters, 11,889 of 
whom will be restricted by this test, leaving 
a net white vote of 107,001. There are at pres- 
ent 189,884 colored voters, 123,334 of whom 
will be restricted, leaving a net negro vote of 
66,550, and giving a white Democratic ma- 
jority of 40,451 in a State whieh has a legit- 
imate Republicdn majority of nearly 70,000. 

The law does not go into @ffect until on and 
after Jan. 1, 1892. In the intervening period 
it has been agreed that many negroes will have 
taken advantage of the schools sufficiently to 
satisfy the test, and that in any event within a 
short time after Jan. 1, 1892, great numbers 
will have been educated enough to satisfy this 
provision of the law. The law, however, has 
been cunningly devised to meet just such an 
emergency. The polls will bein control of 
white Democratic judges and clerks, who will 
have the operation of the law in their own 
hands. It will be for them to decide whether 


illiterate white voters can understand the 


State Constitution when it is read to them, 
and no one need doubt what that decision will 
be. It will be for them also to decide whether 
black voters, illiterate or not, can understand 
it or give a reasonable interpretation of it,

WHAT THE REED-M’KINLEY-QUAY BILL 


DID. 

The election returns are all in now from 
this State. They show beyond question how 
the McKinley bill dragged down the Repub- 
lican Congressmen who voted for and ad vo- 
cated it. After looking at these figures it is 
foolishness to talk about the off year,“ the 
bad distribution of the post-offices, and all that 
rubbish. 

The following table covers the ten Congres- 
sional farming districts which elected Repub- 
licang two years ago. All the men then 
elected voted for the McKinley bill and were 
candidates for reélection. The first column 
gives the Republican Congressional majority 
this year, where there was one; the second 
gives the Democratic majority, and the third 
that for the Republican Congressmen in 1888: 
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The friends of the McKinley bill will say 
that these changes of Republican into Demo- 
cratic majorities were due simply to Repub- 
lican apathy, to the fact that each party 
polled a smaller number of votes than it did 
two years ago, and that the most Republicans 
kept home. That is not altogether true. These 
districts cast in 1888 188,016 Republican and 
150,082 Democratic votes. In 1890 they cast 
159,548. Republican and 154,896 Democratic 
votes. Therefore in ‘two years the’ Repub- 
licans lost 28,463 votes and the Democrats 
gained 4,814, 

This does not mean that the Democrats who 
voted two years ago went to the polls last 
Tuesday week and were reinforced by 4,814 
Republicans. At least 6 per cent of the Dem- 
ocrats who voted in 1888 did not vote in 1890, 
and their places were made good by Republic- 
ans. So tho total number of Republicans in 
these districts who voted for Democratic Con- 
gressmen because the sitting members had 
supported the Reed-Quay-McKinley bill was 
about 14,000. Is it good policy to keep the 
offensive duty-raising measure on the statute 
books and make those men Presidential 
year ag well as off year Democrats? 

In the six country districts which are repre- 
sented at present by Democrats there was a 
falling off in the Democratic vote at the last 
election. It dropped from 114,682 to 107,993, 
aipss of 6 per cent. In these districts there 
were no Republican Congressmen to punish, 
hence it is probable that the number of Re- 
publican votes cast for Democratic candidates 
was small. The Democratic majorities were 
bigger than two years ago, but that was due 
mainly to Republicans failing to vote. 

It is worthy of mention also as showing the 
special feeling against the Congressmen who 
voted for the McKinley bill that their total 
vote fails short by several thousands of that 
cast for Edwards, against whom all the Ger- 
man Lutherans were up in arms, while in the 
six Democratic rural districts, where the Re- 
publican Congressional candidates did not 
have to stagger under the burden of having 
voted for the McKinley bill, the total Repub- 
lican Congressional vote exceeds that cast for 
Edwards. 

It was the Reed-Quay-McKinley bill which 
dragged down the Congressmen in this State, 
and with them the State Treasurer and the 
Legislature. It was not good politics to pass 
that bill so far as Illinois was concerned.

In a significant editorial article entitled 
“The East and West Balance” the Philadel- 
phia Inquirer raps sharply over the knuckles 
some of the New York papers which have been 
making efforts to show that the Thomas or- 
chestra of late has not maintained its high 
standard, their purpose being to prove that 
New York has not lost much and’ Chicago has 
not gained much in securing it, Upon this 
point it pertinently says: 

This is the familiar attitude of New York news- 
papers towards everything and everybody that is 
not at the moment contributing, directly or in- 
directly, toswell their own advertising patronage. 
Mr. Thomas is the foremost conductor of the 
country, and the removal of his orchestra to Chi- 
cago is only one more reason added to a number 
which are already in existence why the people of 
the West should not much longer look to the East 
as the fountain of business, culture, education, 
or amusement. 

Thesame paper comments in the same 
style upon the disposition of New-Yorkers to 
belittle the World's Fair and reminds them that 
if it had been decided to hold the Fair in New 
York and it had then proved a failure, as 
there was reason to fear that it would,“ the 
result would have been of no benefit to that 
city, and hence that it is better for New York 
that the Fair has gone to Chicago. The 
Inquirer has hit the nail on the head. The 
people of this city no longer look to New 
York as the source of business, culture, edu- 
cation, or amusement.”

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SITUATION OF THE EXPOSITION DI- 
RECTORS NOT A PLEASANT ONE. 


On One Side of Them Is the Park Board 
nnd on the Other the National Commis- 
sion—The Washington Park Question Be- 
coming Warmer Every Day—Want the 


Conditions Removed — Buildings That. 


Are Suggested for the Lake-Front—The 
$65,000,000 Bonds, 


Washington Park has taken the place of the 
Lake-Front as the ‘disturbing element in 
World’s Fair matters, and the dispute is be- 
tween the National Commission and the Board 
of South Park Commissioners. The Board of 

rs will be drawn into it through no 
fault of its own, but simply because the Na- 
tional Commission can only treat with the 
South Park Board through it. It unfortu- 
nately stands between the two bodies, and the 
position is not a pleasant one. If it succeeds 
in patching up the differences it may well be 
proud of its work. 

The Lake-Front made its exit as Washing. 
ton Park appeared on thescene. Thetwo 
Committees on Grounds and Buildings prac- 
tically settled that. The National Committee 
made known its views and the local commit- 
tee agreed to make its plans conform to them, 
if objection was not made by the Board of 
Directors. It was not authorized to change 
the apportionment without first consulting it. 
It may be considered as settled, however, on 
the plan agreed upon by the committees, al- 
though there is apt to be a little more friction 
when the time comes to decide exactly what 
buildings are to be placed there. 

The number only was settled on at the joint 
meeting—three, and possibly four. The possi 
bility is the Water Palace. There will be no 
objection to that being placed on the Lake- 
Front if it be decided to have one at all. Of 
the other three two are practically settled, and 
the third only will cause trouble. 

The Art Building is conceded by all to the 
Lake-Front, and it is settled that it will be a 
permanent building and a remarkably fine 
one. No Commissioner begrudges Chicago 
that. It will be of great benefit to 
Chicago, and the commission agrees that 
Chicago should have some permanent benefit 
from the Fair. Director Hutchinson’s plan 
for adding the funds of the Art Institute to 
the money set apart for this building will 
probably be adopted and a $1,000,000 buiiaing 
erected. 

The Music Building. 

The second on which all seem to have 
agreed is the Musical Building. This is n ot to 
be a music-hall merely, as many seem to 
think. It is to habe a hall for musical enter- 
tainments in it, but it will also contain a dis- 
play of musical instruments, so arran ged as 
to give a practical history of music from 
the earliest times to the present. 
The musical entertainments will un- 
doubtedly - be made a feature of 
the Fair and will be among the main evening 
attractions. The best bands and orchestras in 
the country will be heard there at different 
times, and an attempt will be made to secure 
some of the most famous from foreign coun- 
tries. There will be more or less difficulty m 
the way of securing military bands from other 
nations, however, as it is not usual for the 
Governments to loan them for exhibition pur- 
poses. But if they can be secured the musical 
entertainments will be a feature second to 
none The martial music of different coun- 
tries interpreted by their own musicians would 
be an entertamment of extraordinary attrac- 
tion. 

The third building is the one that will cause 
the trouble if there be any. It was thought 
there would be no objection to its being the 
Electrical Appliance Building, but a good 
many of the Commissioners object seriously 
to that. They hold that all the electrical ex- 
hibits should be put together, and that could 
hardly be done on the Lake-Front. Electric 
motors and things in that line, it. is claimed, 
ought not to be put there. 

„There is no objection to an electric light 
display on the Lake-Front,” said Commission- 
er Mercer, but the Electrical Appliance Build- 
ing should not be there, and we will never con- 
sent to it. 

If not the Electrical Appliance Building it is 
hard to say what it will be. None of the other 
buildings in the list will ever be consented 
to by the commission. The Government 
building is the most important of those sug- 
gestions, but that is the last building the com- 
mission will consent to having put there, 

That is the only complication in the Lake- 
Front matter now, it being agreed that a fail- 
ure to secure the removal of the Illinois Cen- 
trol tracks will result in the abandonment of 
all schemes for filling and p ling. 

Assuming Serious Proportions, 

The Washington: Park complication, how- 
ever, is assuming serous proportions. The 
Park Commissioners say they will hold the 
National Commission strictly to the terms of 
the ordinance as passed and accepted, and the 
National Commissioners say they will have 
Washington Park without conditions or they 
will open tie site question again. Some of 
the National Commissioners go so far as to 
accuse the directors of being behind the Park 
Commissioners in an endeavor to force more 
of the Fair to Jackson Park and that that is 
the reason the resolutions addressed to the 
Board of Directors were made so strong. 
When the ordinance was first passed there 
were conditions in it that could not be ac- 
cepted and a committee of directors under- 
took to secure a change in them. Itis alleged 
now that it could have secured unrestricted 
use of Washington Park had it so desired. 

Commissioner Martindale is especially bit- 
ter over the action of the South Park Board. 

„We want the park without strings to it,“ 
he said, and we propose to find out whether 
we can get it or not.’
